Remembrance

hen my sister Sharon and I 
were small, we didn't know our 
father was famous. He drove us 


to school in the morning, went to work, 
and came home at night. So I got a real 
surprise one day when one of my school 
friends asked, "Is your father really Walt 
Disney?” I hadn't thought about that, 
anditsuddenly struck me. I could hardly 
wait until Dad got home that night. 
Before he could even sit down, I ran up to 
him and said, "Why didn't you tell me vou 
were WALT DISNEY?" 

As we grew older, of course, we began 
to realize what a remarkable father we 
had. He was fun, he was funny, he was 
supportive. Always. He loved his family, 
and he made us feel important to him, 
Looking back, I can see where much of 
what he intended for the world in gen- 
eral began in some way with us. 

There were the Sunday trips to Gri 
fith Park near our home. Dad would pick 
us up after Sunday school, and we would 
ride the merry-go-round for hours while 
he just sat, watching us and the other 
family groups that would come and go. 
We didn't know it then, but he was think- 
ing," There must bea better way ofamus- 
ing people. There must be more things 
for them to do." When he built Disney- 
land many years later, he puta beautiful, 
historical carousel in Fantasyland. That 
was a symbol to him of those bygone 
Sundays and the little merry-go-round 
in Griffith Park, where his dreams of 
Disneyland began. 

Everything delighted him. He loved 
mechanical clocks. On one trip to 
Europe he took Sharon (I was 15, and vou 
don't go anywhere with your father 
when you're 15) to see the famous clock 
in Strasbourg Square. He had seen it as 
a young man with the Red Cross during 
World War I, and he thought it was the 
most magnificent clock in the world. He 
put animated clocks in his productions 
whenever he could, from "Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs” and "Pinocchio" 
on the screen to "It's a Small World” in 
the Magic Kingdoms.

Nothing escaped his curiosity and 
imagination. The first time we went to 
Paris, Mother, Sharon and I had been 
together all day and Dad was off on his 
own. He came back to the hotel with 
boxes of mechanical toys, the kind you 
wind up and the monkey claps cymbals, 
the bear turns a somersault. Different 
animals doing different things. He 
started up the toys, and sat on the floor 
watching them. "Isn't it amazing?" he 
said. "Look at all the wonderful move- 
ments a simple mechanism can pro- 
duce.” We started laughing, because he 
looked sosilly sitting therewithallthose 
toys going on around him. But he was 
really studying them. He had begun 
thinking about Audio-Animatronics. 

Some of the first Audio-Animatronics 
figures were displayed in 1964 at the 
New York World's Fair, and Dad had togo 
back there from time to time. On one 
flight he and Mother were aboard the 
company plane with an employee who 
handled the gate receipts. Dad dis- 
covered that some heavy sacks under the 
seats contained coins to be used for 
change at the Fair. A twinkle came into 
his eye.

fullofair pirates, and we could 
get hijacked. What if we were forced 
down in Las Vegas, with all these bags of 
nickels and dimes and quarters He 
gave Mother a wink, "We might have 
such a good time we wouldn't get home 
fora week!" 

Dad enjoyed beinga father, and latera 
grandfather. He loved family, and we 
spent a lot of time together. He was won- 
derful with kids. He would sit outdoors 
at home, and my kids would be right 
there with him. My oldest daughter said 
recently, "It never occurred to me that 
Grandpa wanted it any other way. I 
thought he was just delighted to have us 
there, crawling all over him while he 
read his scripts." And he was. He would 
call me from his office and say, "Diane, 
can't we have one or two of the kids this 
weekend?" 

Our family misses him deeply. We all 
grew up feeling very important to him, 
we loved him, and we had a lot of fun with 
him. He was a wonderful father. V
